Soviet Russia planned to start revo- 


tation In European countries in con- 
nection with the bolshevist drive 
against Poland in the spring of last 
year, military observers here explain. 


Their plans failed, however, 
and 


Moscow sent out agents to lay the 
foundations of revolution this year. 


These agents are now coming back 


to the soviet capita? and so far it has 
been reported 
that .revolution 
is 


feasible in Poland, Rumania and Aus- 
tria- The secret agent 
from Ger- 


many, however, has reported that 
revolution 5s not practicable in that 
country at present.

The reports stated that the revolt

The next day they were joined by

Washington—Champ Clark, former 


speaker of thfe house and democratic 
leader, died here1 Wednesday. 


Clark had been ill for some time 


suffering from pleurisy, complicated 
by stomach trouble. 


Death had been expected for sever- 


al days, his physicians having given 
up hope of his recovery. 


Clark would have been 71 years old 


next Monday. Three days before bis 
birthday Clark 
would have retired 


from congress where he served con- 
tinuously since 1895, having been 
speaker for eight years. 


In 1910 Clark, as democratic lead- 


er, played a part in the near over- 
throw of Speaker Joe Cannon and 
his prominence 
in that fight made 


him a leading contender for tho demo- 
cratic nomination 
for president at 


Baltimore in 1912. 


He had a majority 
IR the conven- 


tion but was beaten .on the forty- 
sixth ballot 
by Woodrow 
Wilson. 


Clark was said to have felt bitter at 
his defeat for a few years but at his 
death he and Wilson had progressed 
toward friendship. 


The veteran 
congressman 
was 


known and loved by young and old 
members of the house. One of Ijis 
friends was James Mann, long his 
opponent on the floor where he led 
the Republicans while Clark led the 
Democrats.

RAISING THE TEACHING STANDARD 


Friends of edneatkm have been looking 


forward to legislation which would help to 
raise the standard of qualifications for 
leaching in the state of "Wisconsin. Bills 
No. IS IA and iS2A. introduced by Mr. 
Atcherson of Lincoln i-ounty are designed 
to correct \rhat is growing to be a serious 
evil in Wisconsin, the special license for 
teachers, and to introduce a way of grad- 
ually raising the qualifications lor teach- 
ing, at the same time permitting the em- 
ployment of teachers who have some 
training to take the place of "special 
license" people. 


Bill 181A repeals the law which per 


mils the use of unqualified teachers teach- 
ing on special licenses. 
The teach- 


ers teaching on these special licenses, of 
whom there are over 700 in Wisconsin 
this year, have been unable to secure even 
a third-grade certificate, the lowest cer- 
tificate issued by tbe state. The special 
license law was originally intended to 
meet such emergencies as epidemics, etc.. 
for a few months at a. time. It was never 
intended to be used to lower the standards 
of teaching in the state and to permit 
untrained, immature, and unqualified peo- 
ple to secure positions as teachers. 


Bill 182A amends the present law for

litt Business Alone 


Certainly a tendency of the Supreme 


court to permit the laws of supply and 
demand to operate without restraint 
of law is observed by many persons 
inside and outside of congress who 


j think the law-making body should let 
business alone at all times and that 
the consumer had his own remedy 
when prices went too high. 


The other viewpoint, however, is ex- 


pressed by Senator Capper, who said 
todayr 
"Yes, I am disappointed, and I be- 


Uev* the people of the country will be 
disappointed. 
I do not wish to criti- 


d»e the Supreme court but it is un- 
fortunate that a technicality should 
be permitted to thwart the purpose 
of a law and give the people the worst 
of it. 
"It comes at a poor time, too, for 


!the morale of onr people is still dis- 


i turbed by the fact that lots of per- 
Isons made large profits out of the 
war and win probably go scot free. 


"Of course there is not so much 


profiteering nowadays as there was 
bnt there can be no doubt that the 
presence of the Lever act on the sta- 
tute books acted as a restraining in- 
fluence. The psychology of the pres- 
ent decision is bound to be discourag- 
ing and I am going to consult the 


I lawyers in the senate and see -whether 
' we cannot draft a law that will reach 
the profiteer." 


Drop Many Suits 


Many Of the pending cases will still 


be prosecuted by the department of 
justice under the Sherman anti-trust 
law bnt it was admitted that the effect 
of the decision would be to drop the 
majority of the pending suits and in- 
vestigations. Indeed, the department 
to some extent shares the view of 
Senator Capper when he says that at 
present there is very little profiteering 
and that investigations cannot do as 
much good now as formerly. Officials 
are inclined'to think that as a deter- 
rent, the Lever act has outlived its 
usefulness and that the economic laws 
of supply and demand are operating 
again since sources of supply have 
been opened through the return of 
peace-time conditions. 
It cannot be 


said that the department views with 
satisfaction, however, tho release from 
prosecution of scores of individuals 
who were guilty of profiteering but 
who cannot now be reached because 
of the collapse of the Lever law. It 
would not be surprising to find in the 
next congress a movement to reach 
those profiteers by a revival of propos- 
als previously made to recover war 
profits through taxation. On the oth- 
er hand, owing to the unsettled con- 
dition of business and tho need far 
stimulus instead of restraint every- 
where, the chances of auch a move- 
ment being successful in a conserva- 
tive republican congress are so slim 
as to be hardly worth consideration 
as a prospect.
